It is an insult to me 
for the Southern people to intimate that it is m r de­ 
sire to deal bai-sbly with them. It would also be an 
insult to them for me to anticipate that they do not 
expect to obey the laws as they do and shall exist. 
The new adm inistratio n will no t reco gnize 
any So uthern questio n, because there can 
be no ne if the So uthern peo ple will o bey the 
laws. 
The distinctio n between the So uth 
aud o ther sectio ns o f the eo jintry o v er which 
the So uthern peo ple are agitating themselv es 
is a distipctio n o f crime. Gen. Harriso n pro ­ 
po ses to treat crimes against the go v ernment 
and the federal laws exactly the same in 
ev ery sectio n.

The white m en w ho have ven tu red to w rite 
with perfect self-assu ran ce con cern in g the 
fu tu re of the n egro race in A n ieiica arc 
chiefly Sou thern ers. 
Sen ator Eu stis, E d ito r 
Grad y, Professor Haygood , Novelist Cable 
an d others have had their say, an d there 
perceptible in the opin ion s of all the old id ea 
of d epen d en ce; they cau u ot d ismiss the im ­ 
pression that the d estin y of the n egro is w hat 
the white m an con sen ts to make it. 
T he ed 
itor of the D etroit Trib u n e was n ot satisfied 
with these expression s, so he sou ght an d oh 
tain ed letters on the su bject from lead in g men 
of the race, 
These letters are of them selves 
in stru ctive, bu t still more im portan t is the 
d isclosu re from their con ten ts that the race 
has men of its own of su fficien t in telligen ce 
an d ability to lead it, a fact which w hite men 
l>orn an d reared in the mid st of the old sin 
system are n ot read y to ackn owled ge. 
Ex-Ed itor Thom as T. Fortu n e is on e of 
those in tellectu al an d moral mon strosities, a 
colored Dem ocrat, bu t even he is able to set 
that his race is breakin g away from the old 
con d ition s of d epen d en ce. 
The n egroes, he 
says, are acqu irin g property, learn in g trad es 
gettin g in to bu sin ess, goin g to school an d 
college, en terin g the profession s, su pportin g 
over a hu n d red weekly n ewspapers w ritten 
an d prin ted by men of their own color, an d 
even pu blishin g a book n ow an d fheu . 
Bu t 
he thin ks the race will n ever amou n t to an y­ 
thin g in this cou n try “ as a race.” They will 
be importan t on ly in so far as they become 
American citizen s. 
This they will d o by be­ 
comin g more an d more id en tified w ith tl.e 
in d u stry, the social gen iu s an d the in tel­ 
lectu al ten d en cies that su rrou n d them. 
Mr. 
Fortu n e pred icts great progress in this d irec­ 
tion by his people w ithiu the n ext hu n d red 
years. 
Ex-Con gressman Lyn ch is well satisfied 
with the progress of his people in wealth an d 
kn owled ge, bu t says th at politically they are at 
a stan d still. 
T he Sou thern n egroes can on ly 
hope for their en fran chism en t throu gh the 
same overrid in g law that has d isfran chised 
them —the law of pu blic opin ion . 
He d oes 
n ot look for m u ch help from the statu te 
books. 
Dr. W . M. Lively, a grad u ate of Lon g 
Islan d College, reports that he is gettin g on 
n icely in his profession , an d kn ows of seven 
other colored physician s in his town w ho are 
d oiDg well. 
T hree colored you ths are stu d y­ 
in g med icin e u n d er his in stru ction . 
He sees 
on all sid es an am bition amon g his people to 
acqu ire kn owled ge an d to be som ethin g bet­ 
ter than hou se servan ts an d waiters. 
T hey 
are bran chin g ou t in bu sin ess an d d oin g w ell 
at it too. 
T here is m ore comfort an d refin e­ 
men t in their homes. 
The women are read ­ 
in g more than they d id , an d acqu irin g n ew 
in terests an d am bition s. 
Literary an d m u si­ 
cal societies are m u ltiplyin g am on g them . 
“ The fu tu re of the n egro in this cou n try is 
very bright,” con clu d es Dr. Lively. 
An equ ally roseate view is taken by T hom ­ 
as 0. Jarrott, Presid en t of the Sou thern B en ­ 
eficial Leagu e, T . M cCan ts Stewart, a su c­ 
cessfu l lawyer atu l w riter an d form erly p ro ­ 
fessor of m athem atics in the Sou th Carolin a 
Agricu ltu ral College,an d J. B. Peterson , ed i­ 
tor of the New' Y ork Ag e. 
Jarrott kn ow s a 
n egro in New Y'ork who started with a capi­ 
tal of 25 cen ts an d is worth $40,000.

colored chu rches have a very d ifferen t look 
from that of fifty years ago, an d the colored 
people of that citv will soon have a com m o­ 
d iou s hall of th eir ow n .

$100,000.000 
of property.

In New Y ork he kn ow s a 
d ozen

tw o colored cashiers of ban ks, a colored en ­ 
gin eer in the state service, colored men in 
im portan t ed itorial position s on lead in g d ai­ 
lies, an d colored m en are comin g to the fron t 
as in ven tors. 
P eterson ’s ad vice to colored 
men men is: “ W hen ever you see a chan ce to 
get ahead , m ake for it.” 
There are n o n otes of d iscou ragem en t here, 
n o complain ts of slight an d n eglect, of d e ­ 
privation of their rights or the su ppression of 
hon orable ambit ion by men callin g themselves 
a “ su perior race ” or “ con trollin g elem en t.”

THE FUTURE OE THE COLORED MAN. 


The white men who have ventured to write 
with perfect self-assurance concerning the 
future of the negro race in America are 
chiefly Southerners. 
Senator Eustis, Editor 
Grady, Professor Hay good. Novelist Cable 
and others have had their say, and there is 
perceptible in the opinions of all the old idea 
of dependence; they cauuot dismiss the im­ 
pression that the destiny of the negro is wlint 
the white man consents to make it. 
The ed­ 
itor of the Detroit Tribune was not satisfied 
with these expressions, so he sought and ob­ 
tained letters on the subject from leading men 
of the race. 
These letters are of themselves 
instructive, but still more important is the 
disclosure from their contents that the race 
has men of its own of sufficient intelligence 
and ability to lead it, a fact which white men 
liorn and reared in the midst of the old slave 
system are not ready to acknowledge. 
Ex-Editor Thomas T. Fortune is one of 
those intellectual and moral monstrosities, a 
colored Democrat, but even he is able to see 
that his race is breaking away from the old 
conditions of dependence. The negroes, he 
says, arc acquiring property, learning trades, 
getting into business, going to school and 
college, entering the professions, supporting 
over a hundred weekly newspapers written 
and printed by men of their owu color, and 
even publishing a book now and fheu. 
But 
he thinks the race will never amount to any­ 
thing in this country “ as a race.” They will 
be important only in so far as they become 
American citizens. 
This they will do by be­ 
coming more and more identified with tl.e 
industry, the social genius and the intel­ 
lectual tendencies that surround them. 
Mr. 
Fortune predicts great progress in this direc­ 
tion by his people withiu the next hundred 
years. 
Ex-Congressman Lynch is well satisfied 
with the progress of his people in wealth and 
knowledge, but says that politically they are at 
a standstill. 
The Southern negroes can only 
hope for their enfranchisment through the 
same overriding law that has disfranchised 
them—the law of public opinion. 
He does 
not look for much help from the statute 
lx>oks. 
Dr. W. M. Lively, a graduate of Long 
Island College, reports that he is getting on 
nicely in his profession, and knows of seven 
other colored physicians in his town who are 
doing well. 
Three colored youths are study­ 
ing medicine under his instruction. 
He sees 
on all sides an ambition among his people to 
acquire knowledge and to be somithing bet­ 
ter than house servants and waiters. 
They 
arc brauchiug out in business and doing well 
at it too. 
There is more comfort and refine­ 
ment, in their homes. 
The women are read­ 
ing more than they did, and acquiring new 
interests and ambitions. 
Literary and musi­ 
cal societies are multiplying among them. 
“ The future of the negro in this country is 
very bright.” concludes Dr. Lively. 
Au equally roseate view is taken by Thom­ 
as C. Jarrott, President of the Southern Ben­ 
eficial League, T. McCants Stewart, a suc­ 
cessful lawyer and writer and formerly pro­ 
fessor of mathematics in the South Carolina 
Agricultural College.and J. B. Peterson, edi­ 
tor of the New York Age. 
Jarrott knows a 
negro in New York who started with a capi­ 
tal of 25 cents and is worth $40,000. 
The 
colored churches have a very different look 
from that of fifty years ago, aud the colored 
people of that city will soon have a commo­ 
dious hall of their own. 
Mr. Stewart is one 
of six colored lawyers in New York, all do­ 
ing well. 
He knows of wealthy negroes in 
all the large cities. 
Mr. Magic of Philadel­ 
phia is worth a quarter of a million. 
The 
race in the country is paying taxes on over 
$100,000,000 of property. 
Editor Peter­ 
son’s 
observation 
is 
that 
the negroes 
are 
steadily 
bettering 
their 
condi­ 
tion 
and 
improving 
their 
prospects. 
In New York he knows a dozen 
col­ 
ored clergymen and a numberot colored law­ 
yers and doctors. 
Then the children are in 
the schools and normal colleges. 
There are 
two colored cashiers of banks, a colored en­ 
gineer in the state service, colored men in 
important editorial positions on leading dai­ 
lies, and colored men are coming to the front 
as inventors. 
Peterson’s advice to colored 
men men is: “ Whenever you see a chance to 
get ahead, make for it.” 
There are no notes of discouragement here, 
no complaints of slight and neglect, of de­ 
privation of their rights or the suppression of 
honorable ambition by men calling themselves 
a “ superior race ” or “ controlling element.” 
The negro, in 
spite of much real dis 
couragement, 
has 
risen 
to 
the 
dis­ 
covery 
that 
his 
destiny 
is 
in 
his own hands, and that the country is wide 
enough to give him opportunity for success 
to the full measure of bis abilities. 
We may 
not have to wait Mr. Fortune’s hundred years 
to witness the full emancipation of those who 
have not yet broken the bonds of servility at 
the South. 
The men to lead them are al­ 
ready at hand. 
These men have a conflict 
to wage with ignorance in one section, for the 
negro of the South is servile only because he 
does not know his full opportunities or the 
value of his freedom. 
That knowledge will 
inevitably come with the development of the 
New South. 


New York, Kings, Albany, Erie, Monroe 
and Onondaga 
would receive additional 
members by a new distribution, but a part of 
these are Republican, and that party.would 
be as likely to l>e strengthened as weakened 
by the change. 
If lb* vote at the last elec­ 
tion is a correct index pf the population, New. 
York and Kings would receive three addi­ 
tional members of Assembly, and this is all 
the positive advantage that would accrue to 
the Democratic party, 
Erie, Monroe, Al­ 
bany and Onondaga would probably receive 
au additional member each, to provide for 
which members would have to be taken 
from 
Ulster, 
Otsego, 
and 
Niagara as 
well as from Cattaraugus, 
Saratoga aud 
Washington, thus making the losses to the 
two parties about equal. 
And after it was all 
over the Democrats would be three nearer to 
a majority than they are now in the Assem­ 
bly. Would this give them an advantage? In 
1887 the Republican majority was 20, in 1888 
it was 16, in 1889 it will be 34. 
The Repub­ 
lican advantage cannot l>e overcome by appor­ 
tionments. 
There are 33 counties choosing 
single members which elect Republicans al­ 
ways. There are eleven other counties elect­ 
ing double delegations both members of 
which are invariably Republicans. There are 
three counties mote of three members each 
whose delegations are also solidly Republi­ 
can always. 
Now take away one member 
each from every one of the double and triple 
delegations, and there remain 50 assuredly 
Republiean members in any event. 
Then 
there arc four more counties with triple dele­ 
gations which almost invariably elect two 
Republican members, and which it would be 
impossible to divide into two districts each 
without giving one to the Republicans. 
We 
have proceeded on the assumption that each 
of 
these counties would be deprived of 
one member, 
whereas more than half 
of 
them 
would 
not, 
while 
some 
of them already mentioned would receive ad' 
ditions. 
Then there are the large counties of 
Albany, Erie, New-York aud Kings, neither 
of which can be apportioned so as to deprive 
the Republicans wholly of representation. 
Now put all these facts and conclusions to­ 
gether and it will quickly appear that there 
is not the ghost of a chance of a Democratic 
Legislature.

Of all ibe lmrdy fraternity of men who 
guide the argosies of the world safely into 
welcome havens, none are braver or more 
venturesome than those who sail out of Sandy 
Hook in the bouyant, straight-stemmed, two- 
masted keel schooners called pilot boats. 
These men are the aristocrats of their « ail­ 
ing. 
They are no hardier tlinu their rugged 
and fearless brethren of the North Sea, but 
they subject themselves to greater dangers 
by their long cruises. 
It must be rough 
weather indeed tlnvt can keep the New-York 
pilots in port. 
They cruise night and day, 
from 50 to 500 miles from Sandy Hook, in 
search of iucoming craft. 
The flare of their 
torches lights up the wind-driven snow and 
■sleet of winter storms, and coutcnds with the 
treacherous darkness of summer fogs. 
They 
speak and board in all sorts of weather nnd 
at all seasons the iron-sided levliiilians that 
cross the ocetin In less than a woek. 
To the European tourist who soes them for 
the first time and has never read about them 
these pilots of the New-York harbor arc 
revelation. 
The tourist, as a nile, expects to 
see a rough-and-ready sort of fellow in home 
spun, wilh a swaggering air and a mouth full 
of natitlcal expletives, climb up the tall, bla< 
side of the ship from the pilot boat’s yawl 
He sees instead a man of mbdest mien and 
good dress about whom there is little to indi 
cate hlg calling, and much like the merchants 
and clerks to be met on Broadway. In the okl 
davs, when there were loss foreign-born men 
in the service, our pilots indulged in the lux 
ury of high silk hats when boarding vessels 
on pleasant days. 
They are not so fxstid 
ious now-a-days, and use Derbys instead 
They arc, as a class, prosperous; but they 
pav dearly for their prosperity by the most 
arduous sou labor. 
Since 1853 more than 2; 
of their boats have been run into and sunk or 
lost in storms. 
The Enchantress and the 
Phantom, which the pilots hereabout think 
foundered 
in 
the 
terrible blizzard mav 
be added to the list; 
Before the Enchantress and the Phantom 
disappeared there were 22 New-York and 
seven New-J ersey pilot boats, owned by 133 
New-York and 50 New-J ersey pilots. 
Each 
pilot is appointed by the Commissioners after 
three years’ apprenticeship, part of which is 
spent rowing the boat’s yawl to and from 
vessels and part in taking care of the boat 
and acting as her skipper. 
He must pass an 
examination before he is allowed to try his 
h » D d at bringing in or taking out a ship 
Then he serves two years on probation, nnd 
if he gets along all right he is then made a 
full-fledged pathfinder. 
The pilots who own 
a share in the boats—and nearly al! of them 
do—earn a good living. 
Nearly ail of them 
have a sixth interest in the boat they sail on 
They are paid for their work by the foot. 
The charges vary according to the draught. 
For a ship that draws from 21 to 28 feet they 
get paid $4.88 a foot, and for one that draws 
from six to 18J feet they get $2.78 a foot. 
These rates are increased 7 percent, in winter. 
Compared with our own pilots, the men 
who take ships into Calcut'a are howling 
swells. 
They wait paticutly in a brig an­ 
chored about 100 miles from port unlil a ves­ 
sel Deeding their services comes in. 
The vcs 
sei is compelled to take a pilot, and must 
wait for him. 
He is rowed away from the 
brig by a half-dozen natives in a big yawl, 
lie climbs up the ship’s side with the assist­ 
ance of his valet, a nimble uative, who then 
looks after his master’s luggage. 
This usu­ 
ally consists of as many trunks and boxes as 
a fashionable woman needs—or thinks she 
needs—at a summer resort. 
The Captain 
generally uses block and tackle to hoist the 
pilot’s things aboard. 
Although he probably 
will get into ixirt, through the torturous chan­ 
nels 
of 
the 
Hoogla 
River, 
within 
24 
hours at the utmost, the 
pilot 
always 
has enough things to supply his needs in 
a voyage around the World. 
He sits in a lux­ 
urious chair—this is a part of his baggage— 
pn 
__ 
beside the skipper, and directs the course of 
the ship. 
If he wants a drink of water, and 
it happeos to be within a few feet of him, he 
will, rather than disturb the Oriental calm of 
his spirit, summon his valet from the forward 
part of the ship and make him fetch the 
water. 
When he first appears on the ship he 
usually has on a blue uniform adorned with 
brass buttons. 
Before lie gets to Garden 
Reach, where he leaves the ship and goes 
aboard the brig whence outgoing vessels take 
their pilots, he is arrayed in other raiment by 
his valet. 
When this easy-going pilot is in charge of 
ship’s destiny, he does not move a limb if 
he can avoid it. Ail tlu* active work of pilot­ 
ing is done by the leadsman. He lakes sound­ 
ings at frequent intervals, thus familiarizing 
himself with the depth and lioundaries of the 
channels, and gaining such knowledge as will 
enable himself to have several 
Saratoga 
trunks, an easy chair and a valet some day. 
The Calcutta pilot is a European; generally 
an Englishman. 
He has a commission from 
the Government, and when he gets too old 
for his arduous duties he is retired on a pen­ 
sion. The Government manns and equips the 
brigs, and the pilot permits the Government 
take one-half of 
the pilotage which 
not an inconsiderable sum. 
The Cal­ 
cutta pilot will not board 
a vessel ex­ 
cept on fine nights, and never during rough 
eatlier. 
Large sailing craft are always 
taken in tow by tugs that cruise after them, 
as it would be dangerous for them to ascend 
the river under sail. 
The outside brig burns 
flash light at night, and a code signal of 
warning if t'nc incoming ship is in danger. 
The brigs are manned by natives and offi­ 
cered by Europeans. 
They do no cruising. 
When the pilot leaves a vessel at the inside 
staiion bont she Is taken care of by a “ mud 
pilot," who is far from being a dude and has 
all bis wardrobe on his back. 
He brings her 
to her moorings, a mile or so off shore. 
In vivid contrast with the indolent life of a 
Calcutta pilot is the tempestuous career of the 
andering storm defiers of the North Sea. 
There is nothing gaudy about them. 
They 
come chiefly from that nautical race of nervy 
blue-eyed men, famous in the past for deeds 
of glory on the deep, and now the mainstay 
of the merchant marines of the world, those 
blue-eyed men whose mothers brought them 
into life on soil of the Scandinavian penin­ 
sula. 
There are also many daring English, 
German, and French among the roamers of 
the 
North Sea. 
Probably the most note­ 
worthy of all these guides are the Norweg­ 
ians. 
They are appointed by an officer whom 
the Norwegians eaU an Olderman, who holds 
his office for life and has the power of ap 
pointing and breaking pilols. 
He is a Board 
of Pilot Commissioners by himself. 
Usually 
he is a naval officer or a ship Captain who 
knows pretty much all that anybody can 
know about the water in the neighborhood 
here he has jurisdiction. 
The Los Skjoite. or pilot boat of the Nor­ 
wegian, is a deep, beamy, clinker-built craft, 
fastened with wooden rivets, sharp at both 
ends, and between twenty-five nnd thirty feet 
long. 
It is ballasted with stone, and carries 
the same canvas as one of our jib-and-mainsail 
boats. 
The sails are tanned brown or yellow, 
.n the upper half of the mainsail is the boat’s 
number in Roman numerals. 
Three or four 
men own a boat and sail her. 
They dispense 
v\ ith a yawl od pleasant days, as they can then 
tvo&nl a vessel by going alongside. 
In a Nor­ 
wegian pilot’s life there is no period when he 
can take things easy. No weather is too rough 
for him to go cruisiDg for vessels in his 
,wift 
uncspsizable little boat. 
When the 
wind’ is 
lashing 
up 
the 
white 
crests 
and the sleet or snow is cutting slanting 
lines across the stormy air the pilots, except 
the helmsman, 
are 
under 
hatches. 
The 
helmsman sits in the cockpit, and may be 
ploughing to windward under reefed sail, or 
dashing down the wind like a crack yacht in 
a race 
When he sights a vessel in need of a 
guide he heads for ln r. If she is a sailing ves­ 
sel she will heave to for him. 
He runs along

sea. 
The sailormen on the vessel pull with a 
will, and drag him dripping up the vessel’s 
side to the deck. 
Then the pilot boat bouads 
awav In search of other rT'2^, 
v Sometime^ n*nen g ,e ^.¡n(j js blowing with 
uurrtcatie force, and the boat cannot get, with­ 
out great risk of collision within reach of the 
life line, she dances in before the vessel, show­ 
ing the way. 
The North sea pilot does not 
cruise more than twenty or thirty miles from 
port. The law compels him to help every ves­ 
sel that signals him for assistance. 
All fisher­ 
men are liable to be called to pilot vessels In 
distress, but they must turn the vessel over to 
(lie regular pilots if she falls in with one. 
Notwithstanding the risks they run, the North 
sea pilots are seldom wrecked or run down. 
They are paid well, but not nearly as well as 
our own or the English pilots. 
Merchantmen that sail into the port of 
Shanghai are usually guided by English or 
other European pilots, who cruise in American 
and English built boats, which are used also 
to take 9tores to lighthouses and lightships 
and the employees of the Custom House from 
place to place. 
TJie Celestials who are born, 
live, and die on those queer little crafts called 
sanpans take the mariner Into the port of 
Hong Kong, 
The sanpan is a sharp-bowed 
boat with two bamboo sails that suggest a 
lugger. 
The skipper lives alioard of her with 
his wife and children. 
He cruises around the 
outer Ulr.mls for Incoming vessels, and when 
he sees one he steers for her and gels along­ 
side. 
The vessel is not compelled to take a 
pilot, hut her Captain does nobasa riile.thiuk 
it absolutely safe to enter port without one. 
The sanpan man invariably asks a fee about 
six times as much as lie expects to get. After 
much hanging he agrees to do the job for 
about $5. 
This will keep his family for a 
month. 
tits, only credentials are in the form 
of statements from Captains that he has shown 
them how to make port safely. 
The pilot who most suggests the piratical 
bejng of romance is the Malay who rows or 
sails out in his canoe from Singapore, and, for 
a small consideration, directs the skipper of 
the trader into the harbor. The young Captain 
of a ship recently from Singapore says be pick­ 
ed up while going into that port a tall,straight 
Malay, who could understand and speak only 
a few English words, but who was as bright 
as a new dollar, and polite enough to suit 
Frenchman. 
He showed the Captain a crude 
drawing of a ship and a colored American 
flag, under which were a few lines from 
Yankee Captain, saying that the bearer J ohn 
Thompson.was a good pilot. The Malay took 
the young Captain’s sjiip in for $10; and in 
order lo make himself solid with the Captain, 
made him daily presents of cocoanuts for 
week. 
The Malay showed drawings of other 
ships with German, French, and other flags 
over them and notes of recommendation un­ 
derneath. 
Some of the notes alluded to the 
Malay as Sambo and he indicated to the 
young Captain that he preferred to have the 
young Captain write that name iu his recom­ 
mendation. 
Almost everybody who has crossed the At 
lantie knows what kind of men the English 
pilots are. Thgy are not much below our own 
in intelligence. 
They use cutters ana yawls 
for cruising, and do not venture out as far as 
their Yankee brethren, but they make nearly 
if not quite as much money. 
French pilots 
search the coasts in three masted luggers, 
staunch crafts. They and their German neigh­ 
bors do not court the dangers of long cruises 
New- Yo rk Sun.

Of all tbe hardy fraternity of men who 
guide the argosies of the world safely into 
welcome havens, none are braver or more 
venturesome than those who sail out of Sandy 
Ilook in the bouyant, slraigbt-stemmed, two- 
masted keel schooners called pilot boats. 
These men are the aristocrats of their «ail­ 
ing. 
They are no hardier than their rugged 
and fearless brethren of tbe North Sea, but 
they subject themselves to greater dangers 
by their long cruises. 
It must be rough 
weather indeed that can keep the New-York 
pilots in port. 
Tiiev cruise uight and day, 
from 50 to 500 miles from Sandy Hook, in 
search oí incoming craft. 
The flare of their 
torches lights up the wind-driven suow and 
sleet of winter storms, and contends with the 
treacherous darkness of summer fogs. 
They 
speak and board in all sorts of weather and 
at all seasons tbe iron-sided leviathans that 
cross the ocean In less than a woek. 
To the European tourist who sees llicm for 
the first time ami has never read about them 
these pilots of the New-York harbor ate a 
revelation. 
The tourist, as a rule, expects to 
see a rough-and-ready1 sort of fellow in home­ 
spun, wilh á swaggering air and a mouth full 
of nalitical expletives, climb up the tall, blac k 
side of the ship from the pilot boat’s yawl. 
He sees instead a man of mhdest mien and 
good dress about whom there is little to indi­ 
cate his calling, and much like tho merchants 
and clerks to be met on Broadway. In the old 
days, when there were less foreign-horn men 
in the service, our pilots indulged in the lux­ 
ury of high silk hats when boarding vessels 
on pleasant days. 
They are not so fastid­ 
ious now-a-days, and use Derhys instead. 
They arc, as a class, prosperous; hut they 
pav dearly for their prosperity by the most 
arduous sea labor. 
Since 1S53 more than 25 
of their boats have been run into and sunk or 
lost in storms. 
The Enchantress and the 
Phantom, which the pilots hereabout think 
foundered 
in 
the terrible blizzard may 
be added to the list. 
Before tile Enchantress and the Phantom 
disappeared there were 22 New-York and 
seven New-Jerscy pilot boats, owned by 133 
New-York and 50 New-Jersev pilots. 
Each 
pilot is appointed by the Commissioners after 
three years' apprenticeship, part of which is 
spent rowing the boat’s yawl to and from 
vessels and part in taking care of the boat 
and acting as her skipper. 
He must pass an 
examination before he is allowed to try his 
hand at bringing in or taking out a ship. 
Then he serves two years on probation, and 
if he gets along all right he is then made a 
full-fledged pathfinder. 
The pilots who own 
a share in the boats—and nearly all of them 
do—earn a good living. 
Nearly all of them 
have a sixth intei-eat in the boat they sail on. 
They are paid for their work bv the foot. 
The charges vary according to the draught. 
For a ship that draws from 21 to 28 feet they 
get paid $4.88 a foot, and for one that draws 
from six to 131 feet they get $2.78 a foot. 
These rates are increased 7 percent, in winter. 
Compared with our own pilots, the men 
who take ¿hips into Calcutta are howling 
swells. 
They wait patiently in a brig an­ 
chored about 100 miles from port until a ves­ 
sel needing their services comes in. 
The ves­ 
sel is compelled to take a pilot, and must 
wait for him. 
He is rowed away from the 
brig by a half-dozen natives in a big yawl. 
He climlra up the ship’s side with the assist­ 
ance of his valet, a nimble uative, who then 
looks after his master’s luggage. 
This usu­ 
ally consists of as many trunks and boxes as 
a fashionable woman needs—or thinks she 
needs—at a summer resort. 
The Captain 
generally uses block and tackle to hoist the 
pilot’s things aboard. 
Although he probably 
will get into port, through the torturous chan­ 
nels of 
the Hoogla River, within 24 
hours at the utmost, the 
pilot 
always 
has enough things to supply his needs in 
a voyage around the World. He sits in a lux­ 
urious chair—this ¡3 a pnrt of his baggage— 
beside the skipper, and directs the course of 
the ship. 
If he wants a drink of water, and 
it happens to be within a few feet of him, he 
will, rather than disturb the Oriental calm of 
his spirit, summon his valet from the forward 
part of the ship and make him fetch the 
water. 
When he first appears on the ship he 
usually has on a blue uniform adorned with 
brass buttons. 
Before he gets to Garden 
Reach, where he leaves the ship and goes 
aboard the brig whence outgoing vessels take 
their pilots, he is arrayed in other raiment by 
his valet. 
When this easy-going pilot is in charge of 
a ship’s destiny, he does not move a limb if 
he can avoid it. All the active work of pilot­ 
ing is done by the leadsman. He lakes sound­ 
ings at frequent intervals, thus familiarizing 
himself with the depth and boundaries of the 
channels, and gaining such knowledge as will 
enable himself to have several Saratoga 
trunks, an easy ehair and a valet some day. 
The Calcutta pilot is a European; generally 
an Englishman. 
He has a commission from 
the Government, and when he gets too old 
for his arduous duties be is retired on a pen­ 
sion. The Government manns and equips the 
brigs, and the pilot permits the Government 
to take one-half of 
the pilotage which 
is not an inconsiderable sum. 
The Cal­ 
cutta pilot will not hoard 
a vessel ex­ 
cept on fiue nights, and never during rough 
wcatller. 
Large sailing craft are always 
taken in tow by tugs that cruise after them, 
as it would he dangerous for them to ascend 
the river under sail. The outside brig burns 
a flash light at night, and a code signal of 
warning if the incoming ship is in danger. 
The brigs are manned by natives and offi­ 
cered by Europeans. 
They do no cruising. 
When the pilot leaves a vessel at the inside 
station bont she is taken care of hv a “ mud 
pilot,” who is far from being a dude and has 
all his wardrobe on his back. 
He brings her 
to her moorings, a mile or so off shore. 
In vivid contrast with the indolent life of a 
Calcutta pilot is the tempestuous career of the 
wandering storm defiers of the North Sea. 
There is nothing gaudy about them. 
They 
come chiefly from that Dautical race of nervV 
blue-eyed men, famous in the past for deeds 
of glory on the deep, and now the mainstay 
of the merchant marines of the world, those 
blue-eyed men whose mothers brought them 
into life on soil of the Scandinavian penin­ 
sula. There are also many daring English, 
German, and French among the roamers of 
the North Sea. 
Probably the most note­ 
worthy of all these guides are the Norweg- 
isns. "They are appointed by an officer whom 
the Norwegians cail an Olderman, who holds 
his office for life and has the power of ap­ 
pointing and breaking pilots. 
He is a Board 
of Pilot Commissioners by himself. 
Usually 
he is a naval officer or a ship Captain who 
knows pretty much all that anybody can 
know about the water in the neighborhood 
where he has jurisdiction. 
The Los Skjoite. or pilot boat of the Nor­ 
wegian. is a deep, beamv, clinker-built craft, 
fastened with wooden rivets, sharp at both 
ends, and betweou twenty-five and thirty feet 
long! It is ballasted with stone, and carries 
the same canvas as one of our jib-and-mainsail 
boats 
The sails are tanned brown or yellow. 
In the upper half of the mainsail is the boat’s 
number in Roman numerals. 
Three or four 
men owu a boat and sail her. 
They dispense 
with a yawl on pleasant days, as they can then 
lioartl a vessel by going alongside. 
In a Nor­ 
wegian pilot’s lire there is no period when he 
ran take things easy. No weather is too rough 
for him to go cruising for vessels in his 
swift uncapsizable little boat. 
When tbe 
wind’ is 
lashing 
up 
the white 
cresta 
and the sleet or suow is cutting slanting 
line* across the stormy air the pilots, except 
the helmsman, 
aro under hatches. The 
helmsman sits in the cockDit. and may be 
nlouehing to windward under reefed sail, or 
hashing down the wind like a crack yacht in 
a race 
When he sights a vessel in need of a 
V,ddo he heads for her. If she is a sailing vea- 
íel she will heave to for him. 
He runs along 
*kle and one of the pilots in oilskins comes on 
deck and makes ready to cat eh the life line 
that Is thrown to him from the vessel. 
He 


fastens it under his arms and leaps into the 
9ea. The sailormen on the vessel pull with a 
will, and drag him dripping up the vessel’s 
side to the deck. 
Then the pilot boat bouQcU 
away In search of other r'^2o*. 
v Sometime^ waen the wind is blowing with 
uurricatie force, and the boat cannot get, with­ 
out great risk of collision within reach of the 
life line, she dances in before the vessel, show­ 
ing the way. 
The North sea pilot does not 
cruise more than twenty or thirty miles from 
port. The law compels 1dm to help every ves­ 
sel that signals him for assistance. 
All fisher­ 
men are liable to be called to pilot vessels in 
distress, but they must turn the vessel over to 
(he regular pilots if she falls in with one. 
Notwithstanding the risks they run, the North 
sea pilots are seldom wrecked or run down. 
They are paid well, but not nearly as well as 
our own or the English pilots. 
Merchantmen that sail into the port of 
Shanghai are usually guided by English or 
other European pilots, who cruise in American 
and English built boats, which are used also 
to take stores to lighthouses and lightships 
and the employees of the Custom House from 
place to place. 
Tjie Celesiials who are born, 
live, and die on those queer little crafts called 
snnpans take the mariner into the port of 
Hong Kong. The sanpau is a sharp-bowed 
boat with two lmrolroo Sails tlidt suggest a 
lugger. 
The skipper lives atioard of her with 
his wife aud children. 
He cruises around the 
outer islands for Incoming vessels, and when 
he sees one he steers for her and gets along­ 
side. The vessel is not compelled to take a 
pilot, hut her Captain does not/as a rule,think 
it absolutely safe to enter port without one. 
The sanpan man invariably asks a fee about 
six times as much as he expects to get. After 
much hanging he agrees to do the job for 
about $5. 
This will keep his family for a 
month. 
HlSpOniy credentials are in the form 
of statements from Captains that he has shown 
them how to make port safely. 
The pilot who most suggests the piratical 
bejng of romance is the Malay who rows or 
sails out in his canoe from Singapore, and, for 
a small consideration, directs the skipper of 
the trader into the harbor. The young Captain 
of a ship recently from Singapore says he pick­ 
ed up while going iuto that port a tall,straight 
Malay, who could understand and speak only 
a few English words, hut who was as bright 
as a new dollar, and polite enough to suit a 
Frenchman, 
lie showed the Captain a crude 
drawing of a ship and a colored American 
flag, under which were a few lines from a 
Yankee Captain, saying that the hearer John 
Thompson,was a good pilot. The Malay took 
the young Captain’s ship in for $10; and in 
order to make himself solid with the Captain, 
made him daily presents of cocoanuts for a 
week. The Malay showed drawiugs of other 
ships with German, French, and other Hags 
over them and notes of recommendation un­ 
derneath. 
Some of the notes alluded to the 
Malay as Sambo and he indicated to the 
young Captain that he preferred to have tbe 
young Captain write that name in his recom­ 
mendation. 
Almost everybody who has crossed the At­ 
lantic knows what kind of men the English 
pilots are. Thgy are not much below our own 
in intelligence. 
They use cutters ann yawls 
for cruising, ami do not venture out as far as 
their Yankee brethren, but they muke nearly 
if not quite as much money. 
French pilots 
search the coasts in three masted luggers, 
staunch crafts. They and their German neigh­ 
bors do not court the dangers of long cruises.

boatman, 
and 
was 
kicked 
in 
one 
of his legs. 
Wlicu we 
reached Rosen- 
dulc I 
suddenly 
missed him 
from the 
tow-path, and 
where 
do 
you suppose 
I found him? 
In a lock shanty lighting the 
driver of another boat. 
Well, I got him out 
of that scrape. 
The next day was Sunday. 
During the day, to amuse himself, lie took 
an axe and cut a hole in the bottom of the 
boat ’ to see whether or not the craft would 
sink.’ That night he went to feed the team. 
I patiently waited for his return, hut he did 
not come. 
I instituted a search. 
The news 
became circulated that Frederick had been 
drowned. 
Boatmen dragged the canal, in 
vain. 
I didn’t sleep a wink that night. 
I 
knew how his mother would worry it any­ 
thing had happened to him. 
In the morning I 
went to the stable, and,looking iuto the man­ 
ger, 1 found Frederick asleep. 
I was angry. 
A few nights afterward, while crossiug The 
Summit, my driver was again among the 
missing. Boating ceased, and another search 
was made. 
We had just passed what was 
then known as the * Pine Woods.’ It was 
ilark. 
Wild-cats were numerous around 
there at that time, and many a driver’s hair 
stood on end while passiug that place. 
We 
searched 
uutil after 
miduight, 
hut the 
hoy could not be found. 
At day break the 
next moruing, my wife at the tiller and I on 
the tow-path, we started up again. 
We had 
gone hut a mile when I saw Frederick come 
running up the tow-path. 
Well, my wife’s 
intercessions prevented him being thoroughly 
flogged. 
I asked him where ho had been. 
He answered: ‘ Excuse me. Cap, hut I seed 
sumthin’ whot lied two fiery halls in its head, 
en I follered it t’rough ther woods.’ The 
lad had been chasing a wild cat through the 
forest. 
We reached Honesdale on Thanks­ 
giving Day. 
Snow was falling. 
Frederick 
left my boat in the morning,and that was the 
last

saw 
of 
him for five 
years. 
I 
knew 
his 
mother’s 
heart 
would 
break when I should tell her ot her son’s 
disappearance.

An abrupt turn in the 
pith and two large wild cat^, with an ugly 
glare in their eyes, co nfro nted them. 
The 
two vicio us brutes “ went” fo r Lament. 
One 
o f the cats caught the hunter’s right cheek 
between its sharp teeth and inflicted a gash, 
the mark o f which be will pro bably carry 
abo ut with him ail bis life.

SCHOOL SAVINGS B ANK PROJECT- 


W h a t T ra s te o s a n d P r in c ip a l E a d le P r o ­ 
p o se to 1)» iu S c h o o l D is tric t N o. 3, 
A t a meetiug of the Trustees of School 
District No. 3, Rondout, held two weeks 
Ago, a resolution was passed, at the request 
of Principal Eadie, authorizing and recom­ 
mending the introduction of a School Sav­ 
ings Bank into the schools of the district. 
This movement, inaugurated in this country 
by J. H. Thing, ex-Scl.ool Commissioner of 
Long Island City, N. Y., is one in which 
Mr. Eadic has had successful experience else 
where, and one which is approved hv prom 
incnt educators, as affording an additional 
means of making the work of the schoolroom 
practical, and of laving the foundation of 
habits which contribute to success after 
ward. 
If to a good education a boy can 
add habits of industry and economy lie is 
well equipped for the duties of active life; 
and, speaking generally, is reasonably certain 
of success within his chosen sphere of action. 
It is to little purpose that many toil late anti 
early, making what is called extra time, 
if that which they obtain for their toil is spent 
foolishly for what is not necessary, and is in 
many cases harmful. 
Any man with aver­ 
age health can earn money, and generally 
more than is enough for immediate needs. 
The 
number 
is 
much 
smaller 
who 
know how to take care of this surplus and 
husband it until it becomes sufficient for pro­ 
ductive outlay and a means of increased 
power. 
It is to develop early this habit of 
economy, by its actual exercise, and so in 
crease the boy’s chances of future success 
that progressive educators are making this 
School Savings Bank a part of their school 
work. 
The details of the plan are simple: 
On Monday morning of each week the chil­ 
dren will bring to sctiool whatever they wish 
deposited in the bank. 
They will receive a 
receipt card, on which each amount will be 
entered on the date of its deposit. 
The 
amount of deposit may range from one cent 
upward. 
As the money is received from the 
pupils, the teacher will credit each one

At the close of the month the deposits 
of those pupils who will have put in $1 or 
more will be transferred from this general 
fund to the personal account of the pupil, 
who will receive a bank !>ook similar to that 
of other depositors in the bank. At the end of 
each succeeding month transfers will be made 
from the general fund to personal accounts in 
all cases in which the amount to the credit of 
a pupil in the geueral fund reaches $1 or 
more. 
The Trustees of District No. 3 have 
provided for the introduciion on Monday 
morning next of the School Savings Bauk 
in the 
sctiool 
on 
Chambcrsstreet 
and 
the branch school on Uuion-avenue. 
It is 
hoped that from these practical lessons in 
economy many hoys and girls will form 
habits which will do much to ensure their suc­ 
cess when school days are over.

When I close my hand on a 
man he’s mine. 
Officers should exercise, so 
as not to become short-winded.

When I had anything to say 1 spoke in an 
ordinary tone of voice, and did not whisper 
When opening the door I gave the usual quick 
tirm turn of the knob, aud in passing across 
the room I walked with a steady, strong step 
I heard no more quick starts and peevish ox 
clamations from my patient, 
I gave 
structions, and as they were followed intelli 
gently by members of the family, the sick wo 
inan speedily imprcm d. It is a peculiarity ot 
nervous person that noises such as the riiuib 
ling of wagons on the street or roar of pas: 
ing railroad trains and their whistles are not 
annoying because the patient has become accus­ 
tomed to them, while if a clock that has ticked 
steadily, stops, it will awaken.

woman is the bane of a sick room. 
In try­ 
ing to be quiet she will make noises of the 
most exasperating kind to the patient.

A Boys’ Training Class was started in the 
spring. 
Sixteen weekly meetings were held 
with a total attendance of 149 and an aver­ 
age attendance of 9.” The report told of the 
Boys' Convention held in Rondout in May 
and closed with these words: “ Of course our 
greatest need is more room, as oar present 
quarters are so small that our work is some 
what limited, but if you will aid us with your 
prayers and your sympathies we are sure we 
can accomplish much in the coming year. 
NEW FEATURES OF WORK. 
President Covkendall introduced J. R 
Liepold, of New-York City, who was in at­ 
tendance at the Boys’ Branch Convention, in 
this City, in May. 
Mr. Liepold made an ad­ 
dress 011 “ New Features in Our W ork.” In 
his opening remarks he congratulated the 
boys on the favorable report of their work 
and the success that had ntteuded it and 
especially on their financial soundness. 
He 
said many of the so-called new features of the 
work had been alluded to in the report. “ In 
boys’ work,” said Mr. Liepold, “ there are at 
least three, and, I claim, four departments, 
which 
. are 
the 
social, 
spiritual, 
physical 
and 
mental. 
For 
the 
lat­ 
ter 
a good 
library 
is 
important. 
It 
should not be formed of books thrown 
away by people who have become tired of 
them, but of books that give valuable infor­ 
mation and cost money. 
A reading room 
filled with newspapers and late publications 
of various kinds is of great benefit. 
Another 
adjunct is reading circles, in which a group 
of five or six boys gather and one reads and 
the others ask questions and make com­ 
ments. 
A Literary 
¡Society 
is 
formed 
in 
some 
Boys’ 
Departments , 
and 
also 
debating 
societies. 
Boys 
like 
to argue and they soon find 111 the debating 
society, or, in fact, 111 arguing under any cir­ 
cumstances, that thev cau argue but a short 
time without preparation. 
They also learn 
to speak in a tone of voice that will fill a 
room or large hall. 
Another feature is 
‘geography matches,’ which teach the boy 
something about his own and other countries. 
Another is the study of parliamentary law, 
which is so necessary for any one who desires 
to take any part in public affairs. ” The speaker 
next alluded to the social work and then to 
the physical, which included athletic sports, 
oul-door rambles, etc. 
Iu shaking of re­ 
ligious work he referred to the Bible Train­ 
ing classes, word study, etc., and told how 
important it was to vary the work and make 
it of interest. 
In closing the speaker said : 
“The best new features of our work are the 
features of the new bo.vs, which we are al­ 
lowed to add to our uumliers, and if we all 
work together anil ln-lp each other, we shall 
accomplish great good, no matter whether we 
use new or old features in carrying 011 our 
work.” 
IMPORTANCE OF HOYS’ WORK. 
Sumner F. Dudley, of Orange, N. J., wot 
introduced. 
He spoke on “ The Importance 
of the Boys’ Work.” Mr. Sumner said iu 
part: “ One of the questions of the past 
and one of the questions of the present 
is ‘ What shall we do with our hoys ?’ This 
is a question in the work of Young Men’s 
Christian Associations. 
The lines of thought 
in regard to tins matter have been diverse, 
but they are focusing and we think we have 
found where they come together. 
* 
* 
* 
When I broached the subject of instituting a 
Boys’ Department iu our Association I 
brought the matter before the members of the 
Board of Directors. Some thought favorably 
of the plan and others did not. 
One person 
had written out 16 objections. 
Despite all 
the talk and opposition we took a vote and all 
voted to have a Boys’ Department. 
The re­ 
sult is it proved to be one of the best things 
that we had ever undertaken. I once listened 
to a lecture, the subject of which was * That 
Other Boy,’ in which it was shown that 
almost 
every 
person 
believed 
all 
the 
mischief 
and 
bad 
actions 
were done by some other boy besides tlieirs. 
But, notwithstanding this, there are many 
anxious aliout ttieir Itoys, and if they cannot 
have them religious they surely want them to 
l>e honest and to have integrity. 
* * * * 
I never saw a billiard hall or a saloon that 
said to any young man or bov ‘ We don’t 
want you here,’ hut I have seen many Young 
Men’s Christian Associations which have said 
so. 
The saloon keepers cannot afford to say 
to the young men • We don’t want you here.’ 
They must keep recruiting from the young if 
they would keep up the $700,000,000 neces­ 
sary for their yearly support. 
We «Iso must 
keep on recruiting, and we have already ob­ 
tained many recruits.

THE FUTURE OE THE COLORED MAN. 


The white men who have ventured to write 
■with perfect sclf-assurnnce concerning the 
future of the negro met; in America arc 
chiefly Southerners. 
Senator Eustis, Editor 
Grad}’, Professor Haygood, Novelist Cable 
ami others have had their say, and there is 
perceptible in the opinions of all the old idea 
of dependence; they cannot dismiss the im­ 
pression that the destiny of the negro is what 
the white man consents to make it. 
The ed­ 
itor of the Detroit Tribune was not satisfied 
with these expressions, so he sought and ob­ 
tained letters on the subject from leading men 
of the race, 
These letters are of themselves 
instructive, but still more important is the 
disclosure from their contains that the race 
lias men of its own of sufficient intelligence 
and ability to lead it, a fact w hich w hite men 
lioru and reared in the midst of the old slave 
system are not ready to nekuowbilge. 
Ex-Editor Thomas T. Fortune is one of 
those intellectual and moral monstrosities, a 
colored Democrat, but even he is able to see 
that his race is breaking away from the old 
conditions of dependence. 
The negroes, he 
says, are acquiring property, learning trades, 
getting into business, going to school and 
college, entering the professions, supporting 
over a hundred weekly newspapers w ritten 
and printed by men of their own color, and 
even publishing a book now and fbeu. 
Hut 
he thinks the race will never amount to any­ 
thing in this country “ as a race.” They w ill 
be important only in so far as they become 
American citizens. 
This they w ill do by be­ 
coming more and more identified with the 
industry, the social genius and the intel­ 
lectual tendencies that surround them. 
Mr. 
Fortune predicts great progress in this direc­ 
tion bv his people withiu the next hundred 
years. 
Ex Congressman Lynch is well satisfied 
with the p ro g re ss of his people in wealth and 
knowledge, but says that politically they are at 
a standstill. 
The Southern negroes can only 
hope for their enfranehisment through the 
same overriding law that has disfranchised 
them—the law of public opinion. 
Ile does 
not look for much help from the statute 
liooks. 
Dr. W. M. Lively, a graduate of Long 
Island College, reports that he i^ getting on 
nicely in his profession, and knows of seven 
other colored physicians in his town who are 
doing well. 
Three colored youths are study­ 
ing medicine under his instruction. 
He sees 
on all sides nu ambition among his people to 
acquire knowledge and to l>e souk thing lat­ 
ter than house servants and waiters. 
They 
are branching out in business and doing well 
at it too. 
There i« more comfort and refine 
Diem in their homes. 
The women urn read­ 
ing more than they did, aud acquiring new 
interests and ambitious. 
Literary and masi 
cal societies are multiplying among them. 
“ The future of the negro in this country is 
very bright,” concludes Dr. Lively. 
Aa equally roseate view is taken by Thorn 
as C. Jarrott, President of the Southern Ben­ 
eficial League, T. McC'ants Stewart, a suc­ 
cessful lawyer aud writer and formerly pro­ 
fessor of mathematics in the South Carolina 
Agricultural College,and J. B. Peterson, edi­ 
tor of the New York Age. 
Jarrott knows a 
negro in New York who started w ith a capi­ 
tal of 25 cents nnd is worth $40,000. 
The 
colored churches have a very different look 
from that of fifty years ago, and the colored 
people of that city will soon have a commo­ 
dious hall of their own. 
Air. Stewart is one 
of six colored lawyers in New York, all do­ 
ing well. 
He knows of wealthy negroes in 
all the large cities. 
Mr. Magie of Philadel­ 
phia is worth a quarter of a million. 
Tile 
race In the country is paying taxes on over 
$100,000,000 of property. 
Editor Peter­ 
son’s 
olwervation 
is 
that 
the negroes 
are 
steadily 
bettering 
their 
condi­ 
tion 
and 
improving 
their 
prospect*. 
In New York he knows a dozen 
col 
orcd clergymen and a numlteroi colored law­ 
yers and doctors. 
Then the children are in 
the schools and normal colleges. 
There are 
two colored cashiers of bunks, a colored rn 
ginecr in the state service, colored men in 
important editorial positions on leading dai­ 
lies, and colored men are coming to the Trout 
as Inventors. 
Peterson’s advice to colored 
men men is: “ Whenever you see a chance to 
get ahead, make for it.” 
There are no notes of discouragement here, 
no complaints of slight and neglect, of de 
privation of their rights or the suppression of 
honorable ambition by men calling themselves 
a “ superior race ” or " controlling element." 
The negro, in 
spite of much real dis 
couragemcnt, 
has 
risen 
to 
the 
dis 
covery 
that 
his 
destiny 
is 
in 
his own hands, and that the country is wide 
enough to give him opportunity for success 
to the full measure of his abilities. 
We may 
not have to wait Mr. Fortune’s hundred years 
to witnc-A the full euianrquition of those who 
have not yet broken the bonds of servility at 
the South. 
The men to lead them an1 al­ 
ready at hand. 
These men have a conflict 
to wage with ignorance in one section, for the 
negro of the South is servile only because he 
does not know his full opportunities or the 
value of his freedom. 
That knowledge will 
inevitably come with the development of the 
New South. 


THE ENUMERATION CHESTNUT. 


The 
Democratic 
newspapers through­ 
out 
the state 
are 
trying 
to 
revitalize 
that 
mouldy 
chestnut. 
“ enumeration.” 
They 
are 
sure 
that 
Governor 
Hill 
will urge upon the Legislature the duty 
of passitig an act for a new enumeration of 
the inhabitants of the state, in order that a 
Legislative apportionment may be mode. 
Gov. Hill may have the “ gall” to refer to 
this subject once more, but be knows well 
enough in advance what the effect will tie. 
The Legislature will pass it over in contempt­ 
uous silence, as it deserves. 
He does not ex­ 
pect anything else. 
He knows that there is 
no constitutional provision for an enumcra 
lion aud an apportionment in 1889. 
When 
be vetoed in succession two bills for an enu­ 
meration in 1885, he voluntarily and know­ 
ingly postponed the whole matter till 1895. 
And his reiterated appeals lo the Legislature 
on this subject ore the only apology he can 
make to bis party for depriving it for ten 
years of any advantage that it could hope to 
derive from a new apportionment. 
Bot la truth, the Democratic party is not 
suffering soy serious injustice from the de­ 
lay. 
A few rapidly growing counties like 


New York, Kings, Albany, Erie. Monroe 
and Onondaga 
would receive additional 
members by a new distribution, but a part of 
these are Republican, and that pariy. would 
be as likely to lie strengthened as weakened 
by the change, 
lf th* vote at the last elec­ 
tion is a correct index of the population, New. 
York nnd Klngj would receive three addi­ 
tional members of Assembly, and this is all 
the positive advantage that would accrue to 
the Democratic party, 
Erie, Monroe, Al­ 
bany and Onondaga would probably receive 
au additional member each. to provide for 
which members would have lo be taken 
from 
Ulster, 
Otsego, 
nnd 
Niagara as 
well as from Cattaraugus, 
Saratoga aud 
Washington, thus making the losses to the 
two parties about equal. 
And after it was all 
over the Democrats would be three nearer to 
a majority than they arc now in the Assem­ 
bly. Would this give them an advantage? In 
1H87 the Republican majority was 20, in 1888 
it was IO. in 1889 it w ill be 34. 
The Repub­ 
lican advantage cannot be overcome by appor­ 
tionments. 
There are 33 counties choosing 
Bingle memlrers which elect Republicans al­ 
ways. There are eleven other counties elect­ 
ing double delegations both members of 
which are invariably Republicans. There are 
three counties more of three members each 
whoso delegations arc also solidly Republi­ 
can always. 
Now take awny one member 
each from every one of the double and triple 
delegations, nnd there remain 50 assuredly 
Republican memlrers iii any event. 
Then 
there are four more counties with triple dele­ 
gations which almost invariably elect two 
Republican members, and which it would Ik* 
impossible to divide into two districts each 
without giving one to the Republicans. 
We 
have proceeded on the assumption that each 
of 
these counties would Ire deprived of 
one member, 
whereas more than 
half 
of 
them 
would 
not, 
while 
some 
of them already mentioned would receive ad 
ditions. 
Then there are the large counties of 
Albany, Erie, New-Yotk aud Kings, neither 
of w hich can Ire apportioned so as to deprive 
the Republicans wholly of representation. 
Now put ail these facts and conclusions to­ 
gether and it w ill quickly appear that there 
is not the ghost of a chance of a Democratic 
Legislature. 
The 
Congressional 
election 
proves this. 
The Congressional apportion 
ment was made by a Legislature Democratic 
iu both branches, nnd lls committee spent the 
entire winter in devising the hest Democratic 
gerrymander possible. 
And the result is 19 
Republican and 15 Democratic districts. The 
Republicans have 56 and the Democrats 44 
per cent of the whole. 
Wince the Legislature is bound to continue 
Republican, the state can better afford to let 
the districts remain as they arc than to violate 
the constitution in order that Gov. Hill shall 
have bu opportunity to retrieve his blunder 
There will be a census and apportionment in 
1895 if Gov. Hill is not in office. 
Until then 
the Republicans will try to possess their sou's 
in patience, aud the Democrats will also have 
to wait. 


THE TWO DAKOTAS. 


The proposition to divide D akota into two states 
is a reckless political devic -which, we trust, will not 
be successful. To Rive the prvseut territory of 
D akota ss m uch power in the (Senate as New York 
nnd Pennsylvania together is an Idea that may 
pl ase unthinking R.-publi-- iii partisans, bul how do 
the people of Now York a t larg.- like it ’—Utica ab­ 
i e n t r. 
This is not in tho thought of the friends of 
Dakota at all, whether they arc “ the people 
of New York” or any other state. 
They are 
thinking whether it is not their duly lo give 
the Dakotas with their 700,000 population 
and area of 149,000 square miles as much 
power in the Senate as Florida und Dela 
ware 
with 
their population* of 410,- 
101 
and 
their areas 
of 
61,000 square 
miles. 
The people of New York are not 
jealous, neither are those of Pennsylvania. 
They believe that the admission of that mag­ 
nificent territory will stimulate growth, and 
hustcn the time when the two new slates will 
become as rich and jtopuloux as cither New- 
York or Pennsylvania, or perhaps Isdlt. Wo 
fear the editor of tile Ob*erecr bas not pausid 
to consider the magnitude of Dakota. 
It is 
larger than New York, Pennsylvania, New 
Jersey and Ohio. 
It Is equal to Illin o is, In 
diana anil Micbipnn und covers more ground 
than 
Georgia and bol Ii Carolinas. 
Ala­ 
bama, Mississippi and Louisiant do not 
equal it. aud Texas, reckoned by Demo­ 
crats as good for five states, is only 79 
p -r cent larger. 
Is it worth while to carve 
out sui Ii un enormous state, when it has the 
elements to constitute two distinct states 
w ith different populations and interests, while 
the two divisions arc so separated us to In? al 
most inaccessible to each other? 
Tile population of Dakota is 700,900, of 
which 475,900 are in the Southern and 225,000 
iii the Northern portion. South Dakota lins a 
population equal to that of Nebraska in 1880; 
North Dakota counts as many people us 
Florida. 
And their rate of growth, if main­ 
tained till the end of the century, will put 
them Itotli ahead of Georgia and Texas, the 
imperial slates of tho South. 
The policy of th- Democrats towards Da 
knta has l»ceu unjust and outrageous. 
Now 
in defeat ii proposes before the cly«c of the 
present Congress to force it into the Union as 
one state. Hut it eau not lie hrou-.dit in without 
its own free consent. 
The House cannot 
bring it iii without the concurrence of Hie 
Senate. 
If ii is not admitted as two Mutes 
by the present Congress, thou it will stay 
out till the fifty til st Congress gets into session. 
And President Harrison will call an extra 
*e«sion soon after his inauguration if he finds 
Dakota still standing on the outside of the 
Union* and knocking for admission. 
The 
matter has p assed out of Democratic control.

Of all ibe lmrdy fraternity of men who 
guide the argosies of the world safely into 
welcome havens, none are braver or more 
venturesome than thole who sail out of Sandy 
Ilook In the bouyant, straight-stemmed, two- 
masted keel schooners called pilot boats. 
These men are the aristocrats of their gall­ 
ing. 
They are no hardier tlinn their ruggod 
and fearless brethren of the North Sea, hut 
they subject themselves to greater dangers 
by their long cruises. 
It m ust be rough 
weather indeed that can keep the New-York 
pilots in port. 
They cruise night and day, 
from 60 to 500 miles from Sandy Hook, in 
search of incoming craft. 
The flare of their 
torches lights up the wind driven snow mid 
sleet of winter storms, and contends with the 
treacherous darkness of summer fogs. 
They 
speak and hoard in all sorts of weather and 
ut all seasons the iron sided iVVliilhans thai 
cross tile ocean in less Than a wack 
To the European tourist who sees them for 
the first lime and has never read about them 
these pilots of the New York harbor arc a 
revelation. 
The ton rial, ss a rule, experts to 
see a rough-and-ready1 sort of fellow in home 
spun, with a swaggering air and a mouth full 
of nautical expletives, climb up the tall, Mack 
side of Hie ship from the pilot boat's yawl 
He sees instead a mon of mhdest mien and 
good dress about whom there is little to indi 
cate hit calling, and much like tho merchants 
and clerks to he met on Broadway. In the old 
days, when there were less foreign-horn men 
in the service, our pilots indulged in the lux 
ary of high silk hats when boarding vessel* 
on pleasant days. 
They are not so fastid 
ious no w ad ay s, and use Derby* instead 
They arc, as a class, prosperous; but they 
pav dearly for their prosperity by (he most 
duous sea labor. 
Since 1858 more than 25 
of their boats have l>eeti run into and sunk or 
lost in storms. 
The Enchantress and the 
Phantom, which the pilots hereabout think 
foundered 
in 
the 
terrible blizzard may 
be added to the list. 
Before the Enchantress and the Phantom 
disappeared there were 22 New York and 
seven New-Jerscy pilot boats, owned by 138 
New York and 50 New-Jorsey pilots. 
Each 
pilot is appointed by lite Chin mist (oilers nfter 
three years’ apprenticeship, part of w hich is 
spent rowing the beat’s yawl to and from 
vessels and part in taking care of the boat 
and acting as her skipper. 
He must pass un 
examination before he is allowed to try hi* 
hand at bringing in or laking out a ship 
Then lie serves two years on probation, and 
if he gets along all right he is then made a 
full-fledged pathfinder. 
The pilots who own 
a share in Hie boats—and uearly a1! of them 
do—earn a good living. 
Nearly all of them 
have a sixth interest in the boat they sail on 
They are paid for their work by the foot. 
The charges vary according to the draught. 
For a ship that draws from 21 to 28 feet they 
get paid $4.88 a foot, and for one that draws 
from six to 181 feet they g<*t $2.78 a foot 
These rates n reincreased 7 percent, in winier 
Compared with our own pilots, the men 
who take ships ioto Calcut'a are howling 
swells. 
They wait patiently in n brig an­ 
chored about IOO miles from port until a ves­ 
sel needing their services comes in. 
The veg 
sci is compelled to take a pilot, and must 
walt for him. 
Ile is rowed away from the 
brig by a half-dozen natives iii a big yawl. 
He clinal* up the ship’s side with the assist 
ance of his valet, a nimble native, who then 
looks after his m aster's luggage. 
This usu 
ally consists of as many trunks and boxes as 
a fashionable woman needs—or thinks she 
needs—at a sum m er resort. 
The Captain 
generally uses block ami tackle to hoist the 
pilot’s things aboard. 
Although he probably 
will get into |>ort, through the torturous chan­ 
nels of 
the 
Hoogla 
River, 
within 
24 
hours at the utm ost, the 
pilot 
alway* 
has enough things to supply Ills needs iu 
a voyage around the world. 
He sits in a lux 
urious chair—this is a part of his baggage— 
beside the skipper, am! directs the course of 
the ship. 
If he wants a drink of water, and 
it happens to be within a few feet of bim, he 
will, rather than disturb the Oriental calm of 
hi* apirit, summon b b valet from the forward 
part of the ship and make him fetch the 
water. 
When he first appears on theship he 
usually has on a blue uniform adorned with 
brass buttons. 
Before he gets to Gardeu 
Reach, where he leaves the ship and goe* 
aboard tile brig whence outgoing vessels lake 
their pilots, he is arrayed in other raiment by 
his valet. 
When tills easy going pilot is in charge of 
ship’s destiny, be does not move a limb if 
he can avoid it. All tile active work of pilot­ 
ing is done by the leadsman. He lakes sound­ 
ings at frequent intervals, thus familiarizing 
himself with the depth and tioundaries of the 
channels, and gaining such knowledge as will 
enable himself to have several 
Saratoga 
trunks, nit easy chair and a valet some day. 
The Calcutta pilot is a European; generally 
sn Englishman, 
lie has a commission from 
the Government, and when he gets loo old 
for ins arduous duties he is retirer! on a pen­ 
sion. The Government muon* and equips (he 
brigs, and the pilot permits the Government 
to take one-half of 
the pilotage whicii 
not an inconsiderable sum. 
The Cal­ 
cutta pilot will not hoard 
a vessel ex­ 
cept on fiue nights, and never during rough 
cattier. 
Large sailing craft are always 
taken in tow by tugs that cruise after them, 
as it would lie dangerous for them to ascend 
the river under sail. 
The outside brig hum s 
flash light at night, and a code signal of 
warning if the incoming ship is in danger. 
The brigs are manned by natives and offi­ 
cered by Europeans. 
They do no cruising. 
When the pilot leaves a vessel at the inside 
staiion boat she is taken care of by a “ mud 
pilot,” who is far from being a dude and has 
all liis wardrobe on his back. 
He brings her 
to her moorings, a mile or so off shore. 
In vivid contrast with the indolent life of a 
Calcutta pilot is the tempestuous career of the 
andering storm defiers of the North Sea. 
There is nothing gaudy about them. 
They 
come chiefly from that nautical race of nervy 
blue-eyed men, famous in the past for deed* 
of glory on the deep, and now the mainstay 
of the merchant m arines of the \yorld, those 
'lie eyed men whose mothins brought them 
into life on soil of the Bcandinuvian penin- 
tuia. 
There are also many daring English, 
German, and French among the roamers of 
the 
North Sea. 
Probably the most note 
wortliv of all these guides are the Norweg­ 
ian* 
They are npoointed by an officer whom 
the Norwegians call an Olderman, who holds 
his office for life and has the power of ap 
pointing aud breaking pilots. 
He is a Board 
of Pilot Commissioners by himself. 
Usually 
he is a naval officer or a ship Captain who 
knows pretty much all that anybody can 
know about the water in the neighborhood 
where he ha* jurisdiction. 
The Los Skjoite. or pilot boat of the Nor 
wegian. is a deep. beamy, clinker built craft, 
fastened with wooden rivets, sharp at both 
end* snd between twenty five aud thirty feet 
long.' 
It is ballasted with stone, aud carries 
the same canvas as one of our jib-and-mainsail 
Post* 
The sails are tanned brown or yellow. 
In Hie upper half of the mainsail is the host’s 
number in Romau numerals. 
Three or four 
men own a boat and sail her. 
They dispense 
a lib a yawl on pleasant days, os they can then 
Itoartl a vessel by going alongside. 
In a Nor­ 
wegian pilot’s life there is no period when he 
ran take things easy. No weather is too rough 
for him to go cruising for vessels in Ids 
s w ift 
uncapsizahle little boat. 
W hen the

aud the sleet or snow is cutting slanting 
lines across the stormy sir the pilot*, except 
the helmsman,

The North sea pilot does not 
cruiso more than twenty or thirty miles from 
port. The law compe ls him to help e$ery vc* 
sci that signals him for assistance. 
All fisher 
men are liable to he called to pilot vessels In 
distfeas, but they must turn the vessel over to 
the regular pilots if she falls in with one. 
Notwithstanding the risk* they run, the North 
sea pilots are seldom wrecked or run down 
They are paid well, but not nearly as well a* 
our own or the English pilots. 
Merchantmen that sail into tile port of 
Shanghai are usually guided by English or 
other European pilots, who cruise in American 
aud English built boats, which are Used also 
to take stores to lighthouses and lightship* 
and the employees of the Custom House from 
place to place. 
Tjie Celestials who are born, 
live, and die on those queer little crafts called 
snnpans take the mariner into the port of 
Hung Kong. 
The san pan is a sharp-bowed 
bont with two bnmljoo sails that suggest 
lugger 
The skipper lives alionrd of lier with 
hi* wife and children. 
He cruises around the 
outer isle,leis for Incoming vessels, and when 
he sees one he steers for lier and gels along 
side. 
The vessel ii not compelled to take a 
pilot, hut her Captain doe* lint. as a rule,think 
it absolutely safe to enter port w ithout one. 
The sanpan man invariably asks a fee about 
six tim es as much as lie expeo's to get. After 
much hanging tie agree* to do the job for 
about $5

of statements from Captains that he lias shown 
them how to make port safely. 
The pilot who most suggests the piratical 
bejng of romance is the Malay who row* or 
sails out iii his mime from Singapore, and, for 
a small consideration, directs the skip|>er of 
the trader into the harbor. The young Captain 
of a “hip recently from 8ingn|*>rosays he pick 
ed up while going iuto that port a tall,straight 
Malay, who could understand and speak only 
a few English words, but who was as bright 
a* a new dollar, and polite enough to suit a 
Frenchman.

PROJECT- 


W h a t T ru ster* au d P r in cip a l K adlo P r o ­ 
p o se to D o lu S ch o o l D istrict N o. 9. 
A t a m eeting of the Trustees of School 
D istrict No. 3, Rondout, held two weeks 
ago, a resolution was passed, ut the request 
o f Principal Kadic, authorizing and recom­ 
m ending the introduction of a School Sav­ 
ings Bank into the schools of the district. 
T his movement, inaugurated in this country 
by J. H. Thing, ex-8chool Commissioner of 
Long Island City, N. Y., is one in which 
Mr. Eadic has had successful experience else 
where, and one which is approved by prom 
inent educators, as affording an additional 
means of making the work of the schoolroom 
practical, an t of laving the foundation of 
iiabits which contribute to success after 
ward. 
If to a good education a boy can 
add habits of industry and economy hr is 
well equipped for the duties of active life; 
and, speaking generally, is reasonably certain 
of success within his chosen sphere of action. 
It is to little purpose that many toil late and 
early, m aking what is called extra time, 
if that which they obtain for their toil is spent 
foolishly for what is not necessary, and is in 
many cases harm ful. 
Any man with aver 
age health eau earn money, and generally 
more than is enough for immediate needs. 
The 
num lnr 
is 
m uch 
smaller 
who 
know how lo take care of this surplus and 
husband it until it I>ccomes sufficient for pro­ 
ductive outlay and a means of increased 
power. 
It is to develop early this habit of 
economy, by its actual exercise, and so in 
crease the boy's chances of future success 
that progressive educators are m aking tiffs 
School Having* Bank a part of their school 
work. 
The details of the plan are simple: 
On Monday m orning of each week the chil­ 
dren will bring to school whatever they wish 
deposited in the bank. 
They will receive a 
receipt card, on which tach amount will be 
entered on the date of its deposit. 
The 
am ount of deposit may range from one cent 
upw ard. 
As the money is received from the 
pupils, tbs teacher will credit each one 
w ith the amount handed in on a paper speci­ 
ally prepares! for his use, uud preserves this 
paper, even after the school term for which it 
is used is over, as a |x-mmnent record of the 
banking business of Ids class 
The entire de­ 
posit of the school will he taken to the bank 
tile same day and deposited there as a general 
fund. 
At the close of the month the deposit* 
of those pupils who will have put in $1 or 
more will lie transferred from this general 
fund to the personal account of the pupil, 
who will receive a bank liook sim ilar to that 
of other depositors in the bank At the end of 
each succeeding month transfers will be made 
from the general fund to personal accounts in 
all cases in which the am ount to the credit o 
a pupil in tile general fund reaches $1 
more.
